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APPEAL TO GO 
TO OTTAWA ON 
HANSEN CASE 


Sylvan Lake Residents Want Old Law 
Back; Ask Reparation 


Two hundred icitizens of Sylvan 
Lake and district, representing every 
shade and profession, filled the 
Knights of Pythias hall Monday night 
of last week in connection with the 
meeting called to discuss the case of 
Rex. vs. Hansen, arising out of the 
murder of Edgar Falkner, in that vil- 
lage on November 19, 1923. The pre- 
liminary meeting of a committee of 
citizens had passed the following 
resolution: 

Whereas at Sylvan Lake, on the 
night of November 19, 1923, Edgar 


Falkner, Canadian citizen, was slain- 


while defending his home, by one 
Hansen, a citizen of the kingdom of 
Denmark, and as there appears to 
be comsiderable perturbation, in the 
country, therefore we _ citizens of 
Sylvan Lake hereby request an ai:- 
sembly of the citizens of this commun- 
ity and the country to consider: 

First—What steps izhould be taken 
to make reparations to the widow and 
children of the late Edgar Falkner, 
for the loss of husband and father. 

Second—As it has been reported in 
the press that the amendment to the 
criminal code relative to the forma- 
tion of a court of criminal appeal was 
not discussed in the howse of commons 
before being placed on the sstatute 
book, that parliament be memorializ- 
ed to take that amendment into scri- 
ous consideration. 

Many Invited 

The meeting was presided over by 
Rev. W. G. McKechnie, Presbyterian 
minister of Evarts and Sylvan Lake 
charges. Invitations had been ex- 
tended by letter of the local commit- 
tee’asecretary, A. M. Steele, to Hon. 
J’ E. Brownlee, attorney-general; Mr. 
Speakman, M.P. of Ottawa; G. W. 
Smith, M.L.A., of Red Deer; Mr. 
George of the Canadian immigration 
office, Calgary, and H. McDonald, K. 
C., of Edmonton. Of the invited 
prominent men, G. W. Smith, iM. L. 
A., of Red Deer, was the only 
gentleman on the platform ‘when the 
meeting opened. t 

The aneeting opened by a resume of 
all committee meetings read by Sec- 
retary Steele. 

The chairman, 
introducing the discussion, 
to the industry and ability of the 
late Edgar Falkney. He was one 
who was quite competent to have at 
all times made ample provision for 
his wife and children. 

“We are deprived of his wsefulness,” 
said (Mr. McKechnie. “He was doing 
what the country expects of every 
citizen. He was defending his home 
and in doing so Jost ‘his life.” 

There 'was responsibility chargeable 
somewhere for the tragedy. The man 
Hansen came into the country under 
a regular passport, and it rested, the 
speaker thought, on the party in his 
own country, Denmark, who allowed 
Hansen entrance to Canada. 


Make Reparation 


The meeting was then thrown open 
for discussion, and the ‘first point con- 
sidered by the various speakers was 
the subject of reparation being made 
to Mrs. Falkner and family. _Practi- 
cally every speaker was in favor of 
this being done. Those taking part 
included G. W. Smith, M.L.A., A. M. 
Steele, F. W. Galbraith, J. E. Smith, 
B. Guldseth, and others. It was fin- 
ally moved by P. Duffield, and sec- 
onded by Harry Mann, that a revzolu- 
tion praying the dominion govern- 
ment, be sent to Ottawa that suitable 
reparation be granted to the family 
for the tragedy resulting from Hansen 
being allowed in Canada. 

At a later stage of the meeting this 
passed by a unanimous standing vote 
of all present. 

Memorialize Ottawa 


On the second question, that of 
memorializing the dominion govern- 
ment, regarding the reconsideration 
of the amendment appointing the 
appellate court, there was much 
more difference of opinion expressed 
although the great majority of those 
present favored the resolution as 
presented by the committee. Those 
speaking on the question were prac- 
tically identically the same speakers 


Mr. McKechnie, in 
referred 


as addressed the meeting on the 
question of reparations. Mr. Gal- 
braith, of Red Deer, said he had no 
quarrel with the appointment of the 


appellate court of criminal appealand 
told of such a court having been es- 
tablished for many years past in the 
old country. Dr. Grant, of Sylvan 
Lake, was heartily in accord ‘with 
the resolution, but said he personally 
would go much further than the 
language wsed. The resolution was 
finally unanimously passed, and the 
originak committee empowered to 
lay it before the powers that be at 
Ottawa. 

The name of J. E. Smith, reeve of 
the municipality of Golden West 
Council, was added to the committee. 
The members who will be forwarding 
the resolution to Ottawa are G. W.

AT TORONTO 


The many friends of Eugene Murphy 
and of Mr. and Mrs. M. A. Murphy and 
family in Red Deer and district will 
join with the whole province in tender- 
ing him and them the warmest of con- 
gratulations on Eugene's great 
achievements in Toronto on April 29 
when, in a brilliant performance, he 
won the Ernest Seitz gold medal, tak- 
ing first place among seven contest- 
ants in pianoforte solo open to the 
whole of Canada. This Dominion- 
wide competition was held in connec- 
tion with the Ontario Musical Festival 
in progress last week in Toronto. Mr. 
Herbert Fryer, the judge, awarded him 
180 points out of 200, the second high— 
est competitor getting 157 points. This 
spread is all the more notable, as the 
marks in these competitions usually 
run pretty close together. Mr. Wil- 
Hams, his teacher at Calgary, says 
Eugene did not see the music for the 
competition until March 22. The test 
pieces were Ballade in A flat by Chopin 
and Campanella. He was sixteen years 
old in January. 

Eugene very enrly displayed great 
ability at the piano and he has receiv - 
ed careful training since the age of 
five years, as the great promise before 
him was recognized by the artists who 
heard him play. “He is a boy of out- 
standing ability and will go far in his 
profession,” remarked James Lyon, 
(Musical Doctor) of London, Eng., one 
of the adjudicators at Toronto at this 
Festival. Last year he won the open 
piano competition at the Alberta Mus- 
ical Festival in Edmonton. He also 
took his L.A.B. degree last year and 
succeeded in passing the higher divis- 
ion in the Royal Academy of Music at 
the age of nine. At that time he was 
the youngest student in the British 
Empire to pass these examinations. 

Bugene’s playing was featured at 
the concert held at Massey Hall on 
Saturday night. By arrangement be- 
tween the local Rotarians and the 
Toronto Club, he was presented with 
a laurel wreath of Victory during the 
concert.

New School Accommodation

Only One In Thirty Settlers on For. 
mer Indian Reserve Likely to Fail 


Out of thirty settlers on the Bobtail 
Indian reserve near ‘Ponoka, Alberta, 
but one is classified by the soldiur 
settlement district supervisor as like- 
ly to fail. 

‘This reserve was taken over by the 
soldier settlement board in 1919 and 
divided into farm units of an average 
size of 214 acres} In the {season 
of 1928 all the settlers had from one- 
third to one-half of their acreage un- 
der cultivation—in one case 140 acres 
—although none of the land wags 
broken when the disitrict was opened. 
Buildings have been erected, fanm)3 
fenced and other improvements. 
The district has a school house and 
road work has been done. ‘There is 
a dominion government stock alysoci- 
ation in the district and the super- 
visor reports a marked tendency to 
wards mixed farming. Tle settlers 
are well equipped with producing 
stock and machinery. 

In the present collectiom period 28 
of the 30 settlers) had payments due; 
nineteen have made all payments, 
and several very swhbstantial pay- 
ments, with prospectis that before 
the end of the period not more than 
ten to fifteen percent of the amount 
will be outstanding. 

A number of settlers have large 
families, and were under the meces- 
sity of having to build large houses 
at first. This was rather a handicap 
to them as they needed all their re- 
sources for the development of*their 
land. While they were not particu- 
larly favored by the weather man, the 
whole district having suffered ‘from 
damage by hail last yéar, they have 
made a splendid showing, due in large 
measure to their fine spirit and indus- 
try. 


SETTLEMENT ENDS 
SMALL WILL CASE 


Theatre Magnate’e Widow to Provide 
Annuity for Husband’s Relatives 


Toronto, April 29.—The long and 
costly litigation over the will of 
Ambrose J. Small, missing Toronto 
millionaire, now presumed dead, has 
come 'to an end. Counsel for {Mrs. 
Small, who was making application 
to the court here for probate of tne 
1903 will of Mr. ‘Smal, and the law- 
yers for Missy Gertrude and ‘Miss Flor- 
ence Small, sistens of the theatrical 
man, and other relatives, who were 
contesting the will, itljs afternoon 
effected a settlement by which Mrs. 
Small agrees to pay $400,000 into 
court. 

The two sistenj and Madeline 
Small and Percy Small, half-sister and 
half-brother, respectively, will receive 
an income in equal shares. In ithe 
event of any One of the participants 
dying, the sum of $100,000, represent- 
ing the amount from which the in- 
come is individually derived, will re- 
vert to the estate. The settlement lis 
made retroactive for two years, and to 
each of the four the sum of $15,000, 
decided upon as the amount of inter- 
est accrued during that period, is to 
be paid immediately. 

The estate of the missing million- 
aire is estimated to be now worth ap- 
proximately $2,500,000. It has been in 
the hands of the Capital Trust Com- 
pany pending probate.

“WELL, GOOD-BY 
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By Archibald Rutledge. 


As Morley Tate, 
leaned against the friendly bulk of 
the huge bald cypress and ‘with his 


the bulky knot in the tie line he felt 


a match in the shelter of the big tree, 
and the light revealed to him what he 
had suspected. The driver of one of 
the timber wagons, who was suppos- 
ed to have fastened the rope that held 
the ‘huge freighted, barge against the 
river bank, had done a slack job; he 
had turned the stiff’ tie line only once 
round itself and given {t but a single 
loose knot. Now it, had slipped al- 
most clear of the turn, and ft was 
still slipping. In a moment the pon- 
derous lighter would he free. 

Through the darkness Tate made a 
sudden dash for the great flatboat; 
whatever, happend, his place was 
aboard her. But before he had crossed 
the narrow plank ‘that led from the 
pank to the lighter he ‘heard the dull 
rebound of a taut rope suddenly re- 
leased, At the same instant the haw- 
ser, recoiling, struck the watchman’s 
lantern, which stood near the «cap- 
stan, and sent it, flaring and hissing, 
into the dark river.

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RUMOURS AND THEIR 
REPETITION 


In our last issue we reported a 
meeting of the City Council and a 
few other citizens to enquire into 
rumors as to an undesirable state of 
things in the city. The rumors were 
found by the Council to have no defi- 
nite substantial evidence ‘behind 
them. 

It is to be feared that many people 
do not realize the danger of repeating 
rumours of this kind. Such stories 
have a trick of gaining volume with 
each repetition. Unconsciously and 
innocently, perhaps, those ‘who tell 
them add details from their own im- 
agination. What is suggested first.as 
a mere possibility is after a few 
repetitions stated as a certain fact, 
and new “facts” are soon added with 
as little foundation in truth. 

There is an important point involv: 
ed here. It is the clear duty of every 
citizen to assist in the maintenance of 
law and order. If any citizen believ- 
es that he knows of wrongdoing, he or 
she ought at once to inform the city 
authorities, and the city authorities 
should receive that information with- 
out resentment or suggestion that the 
individual citizen is interfering with 
what does not concern him. If the 
city authorities refuse to listen, which 
they are not in the least likely to do, 
then that citizen hag a right to bring 
the matter to public notice through 
the press or any other agency he can 
find, but in every case he ought to be 
ready to give all his evidence and all 
his authority for what he says. It is 
wholly wrong, but it is also very com- 
mon, for people to offer information 
with a request that thelr names should 
be kept out of any proceedings that 
follow thereon. That is entirely un- 
fair, unfair to those accused, unfair to 
the authorities, unfair to the public. 
Any accused person is entitled to 
know who accuses him, and what is 
the evidence to be brought in support 
of the accusation. 

It is quite true that those who 
‘bring accusations, even when the 


accusations are absolutely true, are 
liable to incur the enmity and abuse 
of the accused. The more guilty the 
accused person is, the more likely he 
is to resort to bluster and abuse in 
answer to the accusation. The facing 
of such a risk is one of the duties of 
citizenship. It lies with the authori- 
ties to see that mere abuse is not 
accepted as an answer to an accusa- 
tion, if that accusation is supported by 
evidence, and to give full support and 
protection to any citizen who brings 
to their notice facts that need either 
investigation or action. 

What is 1. *e wholly discouraged is 
the idle passing on of scandalous stor- 
ies merely for the sake of interesting 
gossip, and the refusal to support the 
stories by the names and evidence at 
the proper time. That is like the 
treacherous blow from behind under 
cover of night. It is not playing the 
game.

TROUBLE IN IRELAND 


Clouds are again gathering over 
Ireland, clouds so threatening that 
the prospect of civil war is not by 
any means very remote. The trouble 
arises from the question of the boun- 
dary between Northern Treland, usual 
ly called Ulster, and Southern Ire- 
Jand, officially named the Irish Free 
State. At the time of the so-called 
peace treaty between Great Britain 
and Ireland, it was agreed that the 
six north-east counties of Ulster, 
which already formed a_ separate 
body under the Home Rule Act pass- 
ed by the Coalition Government, 
should have the right to remain out- 
side the Irish Free State. This right 
the counties in question at once 
claimed through their parliament, and 
they now constitute Northern Ireland. 
In the same treaty, however, it was 
proved that negotiations should take 
plice as to the exact boundary _ be- 
tween Northern Ireland and the 
Irish Free State, and that if agree- 
ment between these two governments 
was not possible, the boundary should 
pe fixed by a commission consisting 


of three persons, one named by each 
of the Irish governments, and the 
third by the British Government. 
As soon as the treaty was made 
known, the government of Northern 
Ireland announced that it had not 
‘been consulted by the British Govern- 
ment with respect to the question of 
the boundary, that therefore it did 
not consider itself found by the 
treaty and that it would not appoint 
a commissioner to fix the boundary 
nor would it surrender any part of 
the six counties. 

Then came negotiations between 
the two Irish governments, in the 
course of which it became clear that 
they were vitally at variance on the 
question. All that Northern Ireland 
would consider was the possible slight 
modification of the boundary, involv- 
ing the transfer of one or two villages 
or a few acres of land. Southern Ire- 
land on the other hand claimed the 
transer of two whole counties, Tyrone 
and Fermanagh, which are said to 
have a majority of ‘Roman Catholics, 
who ‘wish to join Southern Ireland. 

For a time the question has ‘been 
allowed to sleep. The Southern Irish 
government was too busy putting 
down republican rebellion in its own 
territory to face the difficult boundary 
question. Now, however, it has been 
compelled to raise it. (Probably, the 
‘Republican elements in Southern Ire- 
land, secret or open, have forced the 
government’s hand in the matter 
simply in order to cause it difficulty, 
or even to upset it altogether. Nego- 
tiations between the two Irish govern- 
ments and the British Government 
have failed. The Southern Irish gov- 
ernment claims the fulfilment of the 
treaty and the appointment of the 
boundary commission. Northern Ire- 
land flatly refuses to appoint a com- 
missioner and intimates that it will} 
defend its territory at all costs. The 
British Government is placed in a 
very difficult position. There is little 
dowbt as to where the sympathies of 
the ‘bulk of the British people lie. They 
are with loyal Ulster, which did its 
duty in the war, and against the 
traitor, with its record of rebellion, 
cruelty and stealthy cowardly murder. 
Yet the British Government practi- 
cally surrendered to the traitors when 
it made the treaty, and that evil 
precedent hangs over its head now. 

Ifleft alone, Northern Ireland would 
probably give the South a thorough 
thrashing if it came to war. The 
wealth, the industry, the organization 
the character of Ireland Mie in the 
North, not in the South. The ques- 
tion is will the British Government 
Stand neutral, Will it dare to sup- 
port the South by force against the 
loyal North? If it does, the civil war 
is not likely to be confined to Ireland, 
and the Empire may be split and 
shattered by a dreadful conflict, since 
neither the people of Britain, nor the 
army and navy as a ‘whole are likely 
to assist in subduing Northern Ireland 
for the benefit of the South. There 
may be mutiny in thefighting services 
and rebellion in the nation. 

Tt is as yet only a rather unlikely 
possibility. The danger may and prob- 
ably will be averted by the British 
genius for compromise, but a danger 
{t is, which should make all citizens 
of the Empire turn anxious eyes on 
Ireland in the days that are coming. 
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AMATEUR THEATRICALS 


This evening the Red Deer Dram- 
atic Club is performing the play 
which has been advertised in our 
columns and elsewhere. It seems to 
be a fitting opportunity to consider 
amateur theatricals in general. In 
small towns at any rate amateur per- 
formances are usually more attractive 
than professional ones, for first-rate 
professionals do not trouble to visit 
small towns, and inferior professionals 
do not act very much better than 
amateurs and are without the local 
familiarity which gives the amateur 
performance much of its drawing 
capacity. In a small town there is 
always a certain amount of amuse- 
ment to be got out of seeing ‘people 
we know well masquerading on the 
stage as entirely differeut icharacters. 
Their real personalities constantly get 
mixed up with their stage ones, and 
a remark which coming from an un- 
known professional would be com- 
paratively feeble and pointless, may 
become exceedingly funny in the 
mouth of an amateur whose real char- 
acter the audience is quite familiar 
with. 

Then there are always liable to be 
slips and mistakes in amateur acting, 
and the audience is always disposed 
to regard these leniently and in fact 
as rather adding to the fun. Tragedy 
is a dangerous thing for amateurs to 
touch. Unless the acting is so well 
done as to make the audience forget 
temporarily who the actors really ure, 
which fs not at all easy, the tragic in- 
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cidents are likely to inspire only 
ridioule.. It is expecting.too much of 
human nature to count on an audi- 
ence listening in tearful and efient 
emotion to a romantically arrayed 
personage saying a last long lingering 
farewell to his artificially sobbing 
beloved e’re he goes forth to meet 
death with a noble gesture of des- 
pair, when that audience knows per- 
fectly well that the hero in question 
will be wrapping up parcels in a 
store next morning, while his anguish- 
ed fair one is almost certainly ‘won- 
dering whether her new frock is really 
taking the shine out of the other 
girls in the play. Comedy is safer for 
amateurs. It at least lessens the 
danger of unintended merriment on 
the part of the audience. 

Amateur companies tend to suffer 
from lack of discipline. There being 
no pecuniary recompense or risks in- 
volved, the players are inclined to re- 
sent dictation as to their manner of 
interpreting their parts. The demon of 
jealousy, too, haunts the amateur 
stage even more persistently than he 
does the professional one, whose oc- 
cupants are sometimes either too 
‘bored or too mercenary to think over- 
much of glory. It has been said that 
the ideal amateur play is one in which 
all the ladies have exactly the same 
number of lines to speak and have the 
opportunity of changing their dresses 
three times in the course of the 
evening. This remark was probably 
made by a cynical and disillusioned 
male critic, but it has a somewhat 
melancholy truth about it. 

Of course it is possible for amateur 
theatricals to have a distinct educa- 
tional value in the sphere of elocution 
and literature, but ft is rather to be 
feared that in small towns at any rate 
amusement and nothing but amuse- 
ment is the demand of the audience, 
and any attempts! at ‘better work 
would be rather an uphill and dis- 
couraging task, which is a pity but 
none the less a fact. However, if the 
amusement is cleun, ‘healthy fun, 
everyone is the better for it, and to 
that extent at any rate amateur 
theatricals deserve to receive ample 
support.

Prizes for Destruction of Pests 


In an effort ‘to encourage the des- 
truction of agricultural pests, namely, 
gophers, crows and magpies, the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Edmonton 
has inaugurated a system of prizes. 
Cash prizes ranging from $1 to $200 
will be paid by the department for 
gopher tails, feet and eggs of crows 
and magpies, taken in 1924 on or be- 
fore September ist. ‘Points will be 
awarded as follows: One point for 
each gopher’s tail, two ‘points for 
each crow’s foot, two points for each 
magpie’s foot, two points for each 
crow’s or magpie’s egg. 

The following are the competitions: 

‘1. $200 to the game _ protection 
association, league or gun club in Cal- 
gary or Edmonton obtaining the 
greatest number of points. Over 
10,000 points must be earned to qual- 
ify. . 

2. $200 for the first and $100 for the 
second prize to the game protection 
league or the gun club in laces 
other than Calgary or Edmonton. 
Over 5,000 points must be earned to 
qualify. 

3. A total of 335 prizes, from $1 to 
$75, for the residents of Alberta 
securing the greatest number of 
points. Points earned by individuals 
in competitions one and two will be 
allowed. Two hundred points must be 
earned to qualify. 

4. The five village or rural schools 
earning the highest points will in 
their order be awarded five prizes 
ranging from $10 to $70. Over 2,500 
points must be earned to qualify. 

5. All persons attending a separate, 
public or high school may compete in 
this. A total of 335 cash prizes rang- 
ing from $1 to $75 will be paid in 
their order to those obtaining the 
highest number of points. Points 
earned by any individual in compe 
tition four will ‘be allowed. Two hun- 
dred pbints must be earned to qualify.

Japan Wants Livestock 


A firm. of Japanese livestock deal- 
ers, headed by a wealthy Japanese of 
considerable prominence in Yoko- 
hama, known as_ the Japanese 
Butchers’ ‘Association, is already 
preparing to handle livestock ship- 
ments into Japan on a large scale. 
If the shipment of livestock just made 
from Alberta reaches Japan in good 
condition, and if a satisfactory freight 
rate on cattle can be arranged, it will 
be Canadian cattle, chiefly Alberta 
cattle, that this big firm will handle. 

The firm is now engaged in the 
erection of livestock yards and corrals 
at Yokohama capable of handling at 
least 200 head of cattle each month.

Everywhere Governments Are in Diffi- 
cultiese—And All Over North Amer- 
lca We Are Discovering Evidence 
of Graft—What Does It Mean?—A 
Sort of Jesting Paganism Abroad. 


The world is hard to govern just 
now. Unroll the map of the world, 
look where you will, and you will see 
a country that ty poitically upset: 

There {is soviet rule in Russia. Italy 
and Spain are under dictatorships. 
Germany cannot be said to have a 
government unless it be a secret one 
—she is waiting upon events. France 
is looking wp the road ‘and listening, 
half in fear and half in hope, for the 
sound of the coming of a man on 
horseback. Greece is rubbing a coin 
on her sleeve, and is about to togs it 
to decide whether to retain the mon- 
archy or become a republic. Turkey 
has deposed the Sultan and sent the 
Caliph wandering. Japan is disturb- 
ed by a republican movement. The 
Shah of Pensia weeps in a Pari hotel. 
There is not a crowned head in the 
Balkans that dare sleep unguarded. to- 
night. India is seething with unde- 
clared rebellion. Ireland is divided 
into two states, both dissatisfied, be- 
tween them a vague boundary line 
which everybody is afraid to indicate 
definitely. Britain has a Labor gov- 
ernment and the ruling classes await 
they know not what. 

In the United States the capital of 
the country is being shaken with 
auch political scandals as were never 
known in the history of the republic. 

Newfoundland is upset by the report 
of a royal commissioner appofnted 
by the colonial office, who, after an 
enquiry into charges, finds that the 
prime minister accepted for persona: 
and: political use large sums of money 
derived fromthe liquor revenues and 
from interests having business with 
the government. 

In Ontario the public accounts com- 
mittee of the legislature has been un- 
covering a series of transactions, 
which, unexplained as they still are, 
bear a very bad complexion, and hints 
are being made that further similar 
disclosures are to follow. 


What’s wrong with the world? Is it 


something that fs) curable and is 
time, ‘as it passes, bringing anything 
in the way of healing? ~ 

‘People say, without quite knowing 
what they mean by it, that it is all 
ue to the war. 

It fs true that the war was like no 
other that ever preceded it, because 
it reached all over the world—aj! no 
previous war ever did—and it affected 
entire populations and not, ‘as on 
other oceasions, armies only. (Mil- 
lions were under arms, whole popu- 
lationg on the march. And millions 
perished, either in battle or of the 
pestilence and famine which attend 
war. 

It may that the crashing of empires, 
the collapse of thrones, the tearing 
up of interngtional boundaries, the 
teaching of thirty million men to 
slay, burn and destroy, let loose fore- 
es not easily restrained when ‘the 
wall for peace went forth. 

Let us, however come nearer home. 
This continent was not blasted. by 
war, no thrones were here overturn- 
ed, nor boundaries torn up. What 
has happened to the people of North 
America that we should have our 
scandals! in public life, and, worse 
still, that they should be, by so many, 
received with levity, as if they had 
expected nothing else, it being all 
part of the game? 

The accusations made at Washing- 
ton, .at Toronto, at the capital of 
Newfoundland, are jserious ones. No 
charge could be more serious in a 
democracy than that men in high and 
honorable office fail to be high and 
honorable. 

In the great war millions of men 
died and were cheered on to death 
by the assurance that they were to 
make the world better by their hero- 
ism. Even the enemy used this 
plea. Alsi militarists, as champions of 
autocracy, they urged their soldiers 
to excel so that a higher’ kultur 
should prevail in the world through 
inferior races falling under the di- 
reating control of a race destined to 
rule. Mankind, said the Prussian, 
was blundering aimlessly towards 
nowhere, and it was his mission to 
take it by the collar, cuff its ears 
and set it on its right course. So the 
forces of the enemy seized and cuffed 
the populations of the areas they 
overran. 

The forces of the allies were every- 
where told that they were being sent 
into battle to make final conquest of 
military autocracy. They were fight- 
ing a war to make the world safe for 
demeracy. ThoSe who fought in the

ALBERTA BREWERS 
SET BEER PRICES 


Calgary, <Aipril 29.—Although ‘the 
meeting of Alberta brewers, which 
took place ‘in Calgary on Tuesday, 
‘was not completed at two o’clock 
this afternoon, it was |stated that the 
delegates had practically decided on 
the following tariff: - 

For ‘bottled beer, $23.00 a barrel. 

For draught beer, $25.00 a barrel. 

The ‘private consumer Will:pay $4.75 
for two dozen ‘pints of beer less sixty 
cents for bottles. 

The decision of the brewers means 
that the hotel man may decide to sell 


.|beer for 15 cents for a 12-ounce glass, 


two for 25 cents, or ten Cents for an 
eight-ounce glass. 

At the time the decision of the 
brewers was made known, it was not 
possible to obtain the views of hotel 
men on the tariff, but it is said thiat 
they may adopt the two sizeds of 
glasses, 10 and 15 cents.

Rentenmark Now In Use, But Money 
Comes From Somewhere 


Berlin.—Germany’s financial come- 
back with the stabilization of the 
rentenmark still continues to be a 
marvel to foreigners living in the 
fatherland,and Germans are little less 
surprised. 

It ts impossible to explain where all 
the money that has suddenly appear- 
ed came from. Prices stand far above 
world figures in shops and tafes. Still 
there seem to be plenty of customers, 
virtually all Germans, 

Prize fights and horse shows, six- 
day bicycle races and theatres attract 
thousands of patrons Comic opera 
producers have elevated their best 
seats to 35 rentenmarks, or about 
$8.50, and attract large auddencas. 

Swiss, French and Italian resorts 
are filled with Germans. Trains to 
Paris are loaded with Germans, and 
the French consulates are besieged by 
Germans seeking visas to France. 


Buying in France 

Prices of clothing and other manufac- 
‘ired articles are roughly only about 
half as much in the French border 
towns as in German towns. Conse- 
quently Genmans are flocking to 
France to buy. 

Automobiles are becoming more 
numerous in the streets of German 
cities and many of them are mew ma- 
chines, Expensive dancing dlubs 
in Berlin are crowded, and the dis- 
play of costly private cars standing 
outside them givey the impression of 
great wealth ° : 

Caviar and other luxuries are serv: 
ed at prices double or treble Parisian 
prices and find plenty of buyers, 

The conditions are not unlike those 
in Russia after the Bolshevists set up 
their “chevronetz,” or stable money. 
A public which had figured so long in 
millions and billions and trillions was 
unable to think in small figures. ‘Con- 
sequently prices did not fall when 
considered in terms of hard money. 
German merchants insist they are 
justified in keeping their prices up 
because of turnover taxes and the 
high duties of all imported articles. 


Situation Abnormal 


All in all the situation is abnormal 
and unnatural, and the average man 
with small wage is unable to buy any- 
thing but the barest necessities. 

Germans who represented that they 
had nothing before the introduction of 
the rentenmark has suddenly blos- 
somed out and seem quite prosiper 
ous. Various explanations are made, 
but none of them seems to explain 
very satisfactorily. There is un- 
dowbtedly a great calling back of ex- 
ported capital. Persons who were 
unwilling to keep money and: securi- 
ties in Germany when the mark was 
falling every day have undoubtedly 
drawn back their deposits from for- 
eign ‘bankg, and converted them

Whilg the wages of workmen are 
more satisfactory now, because of the 
stability of the rentenmarks in which 
they are paid, they have not been rais- 
ed to a point where the are in pro- 
portion to the greatly increased cost 
of living. The surface prosperity 
which is so amazing is apparently 
confined for the most part to mid- 
dle and upperclass persons. 

The streets of German cities are 
still filled with beggars, and every 
where are collectors raising funds 
for mass. feeding and various other 
forms of relief work. The news- 
papers overflow with stories of the 
hardships which professional classes 
are suffering. Doctors and lawyers 
and teachers complain they are in 
hard straits. And many of them, 
probably a majority of them, doubt- 
less are. But the prices which for- 
eigners pay for professional service 
is well above world standards.

SECOND FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Edmonton, Alberta, Saturday, May 3, 
1924. 


Advent of warm spring weather has 
hastened activity upon the land in 
Alberta, and operations are general. 
Seeding of wheat in the southern dis- 
tricts of the province is about 50 per- 
cent. completed, with 60 and 790 per- 
‘cent. done in some localities, while in 
the central and northern districts 
seeding is well under way. In a few 
‘places in southern Alberta the new 
wheat is reported already above 
ground. Some seeding of oats has 
also ‘been done in the south. : 

Moisture conditions for the most 
part are favorable, but in  south- 
eastern localities the soiJ is very 
dry and more moisture is needed for 
satisfactory germination. This con- 
dition does not exist, however, over a 
very widespread area. Slight rains 
have fallen during the past week in 
the Medicine Hat area, and heavier 
rains towards Lethbridge and along 
the foothill areas. No fresh precipi- 
tation in the central and northern 
‘areas has been recorded since last 
report. 

Indications are that there will be a 
slightly increased acreage in wheat 
this season, most districts reporting to 
this effect, while one or two districts 
in the north report reduced areas. The 
fact that very litthe fall plowing was 
done last fall makes any large in- 
crease in wheat acreage impossible. 

Reports from southern districts in- 
dicate that there will be a large in- 
crease in acreage in fodder crops, par-
